The Dominion Construction Co. of Win- 
nipeg is now Actually at work on.the 
Sewage disposal system for the town 
of Wainwright, and Elmer Johnson and | 
his gang are at work on the new school, 

We haven't mtich in the way of de- 
tails to offer on the sewage system at 


_the moment. That work has started is 


a@li that can be said, Progress will de- 
pend on a lot of things, with the wea- 
ther and the supply situation in the 
fore. 

A little more rapid progress is ex- 
pected in connection with the new 
school building. Excavation has started 
and work' will be gotten under way im- 
mediately. First steps will be running 
the cement’ foundation and support 
pillars and tearing down the projection 
on the south wall of the high school. 

The new school willbe in the form 
of an L shape building, extending 8 ft. 
south and being 159 feet 3 inches from 
Immediately adjoining 
the present building on the east side 
will be an auditorium 83 feet 19 inches 
long by 40 feet wide. At the north end 
of this auditorium will be ‘situated an 
ample stage: The ceiling of the auditor 
ium will be sufficiently high to’ enable 
it to be used for indoor ball as well as 
for social events, musicals and. drama- 
tics. Across the corridor will be a class 
room adjoining which will be a science 
room. Immediately south from the 
classroom will be located the girls and 
boys washroom and smaller rooms for 
janitor’s’ supplies and so forth. The 
west wing of the building ‘will provide 
five classrooms and the library. These 
classrooms average 32 by 22 feet with 
classroom. 
The frontof the school which will 
have a broad and attractive entrance, 
flaitked on the west by “tle tenchers 
room and medical room and on the 
east by the pricipal’s office. In the 
south east corner will be located the 
primary room 80 by 31 feet with in- 
dependent toilet facilities for the 
younger students.

We were interested to read the following extract from. an 
Editorial by C. L. Willis of the Stettler Independent: 


“Trading agreements betwen nations are the same as 
agreements between individuals, and both parties must be 
#atisfied. In dealing with our only large customer in wheat it is 
not only essential but imperative that Great Britain be a satis- 
fied customer. 


“If I'remember correctly, back some twenty years ago, 
Mr. Strange made some speeches and wrote some articles con- 
demning Canada for holding up Great Britain when the price 
of wheat ranged from $1.25 to $1.50 per bushel, and at that 
time the Old Country was in a good financial position and so 
were European nations. 


“Today he is critical because we did not attempt to force 
his home country, which is in financial straits, to pay open 
market prices at a time when the United States was giving 
away wheat to needy nations. 


' “TI know little about farnmiing and less about the cost of 
wheat production, but I know that in any business you can- 
not charge ‘more than the traffic will bear. In 1932 the prai- 
rie farmers received 32 cents per bushel for their. wheat for 
one of the best grades of wheat that Alberta ever produced. 


_ “To avoid that calamity in future years, they asked for 
a wheat board, so that stable prices for wheat would be as- 
sured, based on mutual satisfaction between Canada and Great 
Britain. 1 


“But it is evident that when any economics group, such as 
the farmers, ask for stable prices. They can’t-have safety and 
speculation at one and the same time. . 


“The same principle applies to the indivdual, Men take 
out life insurance, they buy government. bonds, they. are sat- 
isfied with an income that is safe instead of plunging on the 

‘ market; and perhaps once in'a while a mari may come along 
and say_ ‘If you had invested that thousand dollars in oil or 
gold or in brewery stock, you could have made ten times what . 

‘ you make now, and you reply: ‘What of it? I want safety, 
I want security. I can’t take money with me, and I want peace 
of mind while I am here.’ ’ ; 


“That is the position of the average farmer. He does not 
want $3.00 wheat today and perhaps 50-cent wheat tomorrow. 
He may lose money by not selling his wheat at’ $3.00, but he 
has gained something more valuablbe—the knowledge that 
he will never again sell wheat at 50 cents, but at a price that 

. will give him a steady and assured income. With the announce- 
ment of February 24, 1949, that an additional 20 cents per 
bushel would be paid to farmers by the Wheat Board on de- 
liveries from 1945 crop onward, the total price for the last 
four years is $1.75 per bushel, basis No. 1 Northern, Fort 
William, That means a steady and assured income.” 


In a number of his points we agree with Mr. Willis. In fact 
‘we cannot disagree with the facts he has stated. There dre, 
however, many important points that he has missed, and which 
have a rather important. bearing on the future of wheat prices. 


Without in any way defending speculative trading in wheat 
we believe that it can correctly be stated that this form of trad- 
ing took only a small part in the disastrous fall of wheat prices 
in the hungry thirties. This fall was the combined ptoduct of 
all forms of speculative trading, and.of business conditions 
in general. A’ wheat board or a wheat agreement at, that time. 
might’ have been beneficial ‘but it could not have held wheat 
prices at the desired level without drawing on some other 
sources for a tremendous amount of money, money that would 
not have been forthcoming. 


All business is competitive, or at least it should be (for who 
can say much in favor of cartels?) Our wheat business is one 
of the most'competitive. So long as South America and Russia 
have no wheat to sell we may, perhaps be’able to set up a tight 
wheat organization that can actually control the price of this 
product, but there is little hope that we can achieve a union so 
strong that we can be sure no one will try to undersell us. 


Another feature of trade that must not be overlooked is 
the all-prevailing and correct business principle of dealing with 
those who deal with you. This practise is sound both from an 
ethical and an economic standpoint. In fact it is essential to 
proper trading. A wheat board can make agreements as to price 
but it hasn’t the least control over the important flow of mutual 
trading. Therefore is we pursue a policy of refraining from 
buying from those to whom we wish to sell, no agreement, no 
matter how.fairf can make at feasible for them to purchase 


our product. 

Finally there’s ability to pay. This feature of the picture 
is tied in closely with that mentioned in the former paragraph. 
We cannot make sure that Britain and our other customers 
will enjoy the prosperity necessary to enable them to continue 
to purchase our product in ample quantities and at fair prices, 
but we can help to produce such conditions by adequate bilat- 
eral trading. 

We need to remember that all the resistance to British 
goods.does not come from the ultimate purchaser. He may be 
a little hard to sell, but Canadian industrialists are a greater 
bottleneck, What.can be done about it?. Frankly we do not 
know! Industry in Canada is deeply entrenched, and justly so, 
for it is a valuable part of our economy . . but the farmer is 
also a valuable part of our economy, and industry has already 
been handsomely bonused by tariffs and import regulations.

price plus all the extras still applies on most lines 6f manu- 
factured goods, and if manufacturers get too stuffy about the 
importing of goods from Britain (a flow se necessary to main- 
tain our best wheat customer) we in the west are going to 
get a little annoyed. Rae pst 

Yes, the wheat agreement and the Wheat Board are good, 
“but we have to go a lot deeper before we can arrive at a 
‘sure market and a stabilized price form our wheat crop. 


There is this favorable note, however: World food produc- 
tion has not by any means reached world needs, and so long as 
the means of distribution improves, demand for wheat will 
continue to grow, and prices be correspondingly strong. 


, Ottawa — | 
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A new air t between Can- 
ada and the United Kingdom includes 
for the first time between two coun- 
tries a new “fifth freedom” of the air 
—the right to pick up passengers at 
intermediate points. 


The agreement was signed in Trans- 
port Minister Chevrier's office in a 
brief ceremony, by Mr. Chevrier and 
Sir Alexander Clutterbusk, United 
Kingdom high commissioner to Can- 
ada.

An example of the fifth freedom “is 


Trans-Canada Air Lines’ right to pick 
up passengers at Tampa and St. Peter 
sburg, Florida—guaranteed by a pre- 
vious air -agreement with the: United 
States—on a trip to Barbados, Antigua 
and British Guiana—permitted by the 
new agreement, with the. United King- 
dom—on the route to Bermuda and 
the British Caribbean colonies. 

In return the United Kingdom will 
have similar rights in Canada from 
these Caribbean points but because of 
previous arrangements the . United 
Kingdom will not exercise her rights 
until 1951, 


T.C.A.'s rights to certain points of 
call and traffic on the Caribbean route 
will in certain case’ be subject to. rat- 
ification by colonial legislatures. 

Canada gets similar rights on her 
Trans-Atlantic flights, She will be per- 
mitted to carry traffié between ‘the 
United Kingdom and Ireland, the Az- 
ores and Iceland. The rights extend to 
Pacific Ocean flights to the Far Bast 
operated by Canadian Pacific Airways. 
The United Kingdom gets comparable 
rights in return on these same routes, 

British Overseas Airways on its pre- 
sent north Atlantic run to Montreal is 
also allowed to make a stop at Gander 
but not to carry traffic between Gan- 
der and Montreal—similar to T.C.A.'s 
rights at Prestwick and London in the 
United Kingdom. 

But British Overseas. Airways is 
permitted to carry traffic at a stop at 
Gander on its north Atlante route to 
New’ York and beyond and Bermuda 
and beyond. 

, The United Kingdom is also given 
rights to stop at either Churchill or 
The Pas, Man., on, flights to the Far 
East. It is not expecced, however, that 
this route will come into operation for 
several years. 

New: Newfoundland Officials 

Newfoundland, Canada’s newest pro 
vince, got five new dignitaries last 
week-a lieutenant-governor, a_ chief 
justice and three new senators. 

The new lieutenant-governor is 60- 
year-old Sir Leonard Outerbridge of 
St. John's. He replaces Sir. Albert 
Walsh, who agreed to take the job tem 
porarily at Confederation. He now be- 
comes chief justice of the provincial 
supreme court, 

Sir Leonard is a rominent. soldier 
and sportsman. He won the Distin- 
guished Service Order while serving 
as an officer in the Canadian infantry 
during the First World War and held 
the Canadian amateur squash cham- 


plonship in 1914 and .1919. He was 
knighted for. “his services,as chief of 
civil defence in the St. John’s area 


during the war. 


Sir Albert has a long career in gov- 
ernment and on the bench in New- 
foundland, At-32, he became secretary 
of state in the‘ island's last Liberal 


government. Like most of. his collea- 
gues, he was defeated in the 1932 elec- 
tion. A‘ commission government took 
over the administration in 1934 when 
Newfoundland became insolvéht and 
he became a member of the commis- 
sion during the war after several years 
as a magistrate, 

He served as commissioner for edu- 
cation and home affairs and justice, 
He was later vice-chairman of . the 
commission ‘and headed the delegation 
which negotiated the Confederation 
agreement with Canada. } 

Newfoundland’s three new senators 
are the first of the six the island is 
entitled to under the terms of confed- 


| eration. 


They are Ray Petton and Maj. Alex- 
ander Baird of St. John’s and George 
Joseph Penny of Ramea. 

The Liberals now have 77 of the 102 
seats in the Upper Mouse. There are 
15 Progressive Conservatives and 10 
vacant seats.

THE PRICE OF CITIZENSHIP 

Our friend was commenting on the 
tragic story of the young ex-airforce 
man who attempted to stop a criminal 
who had just held up a Toronto store, 
and who died at the hands of the rob- 
ber. . 

We said something about it being 
rather heartening to see someone tak- 
ing risks in support of police action. 
Our friend shook his head. “Doegn't 
pay off,” he said. “It maybe coura- 
geous, but it doesn’t pay off. What 
did it get anyone? The bandit got 
away, didn't he? All there is to show 
for it is a widow and an orphan who 
needn't have been.” 

“But is that’ all?” 

“Look,” he said, “I remember the 
case of a neighbor of mine. She saw a 
man tampering with a car ‘lock and 
called the police. They got the man red 
handed. Of course she was ealled a 
witness. Yot; imagine the sort of 
going-over she. got from the \thief’s 
lawyer. But what really broke her 
down was, as she left the court, she 
heard the owner of the car’ say out 
loud that he wished ‘the old busy-body 
had kept her mouth shut’. You: see, he 
was well insured. .See what I mean? It 
doesn't pay off.” 

Now this thinking would not be so 


significant if it were not widespread 
and, worsé still, if it did not have some 
justification, and if that justification 
did not strike at the very ‘vitals of our 
civilized life. For, whether the citi- 
zen’s cooperation In the maintainance 
of law pays off in the individual case 
or not it does pay off for the people 
as a whole. No police force and no 
judicial process can function without 
the full cooperation of the citizens 
whose rights and whose liberties and 
whose lives are at stake. i 

We recognize the’ young airmen’s 
courage. Most of us couldn't equal it. 
We know that it takes another sort of 
courage to get involved as a witness, 
but we also should know here can be 
no enduring justice and no cdénscien- 
tious and effective police action. where 
the people ‘refuse tp personalize their 
obligations by their readiness to take 
such risks. 

The best way to make that plain, we 
believe, is by such spontaneous move- 
ments as the campaign fo see that the 
wife and child of Alfred Layng shall 
not suffer unnecessarily because a 
young man accepted the full duty of 
citizenship to his own hurt. By .such 
action we state our case-our belief 
that he was eternally -right, whatever 
the cost. He paid the price of his cit- 
izenship. j ‘ 
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Memory Selection: “Righteousness 
and justice are the foundation of thy 
throne: Loving kindness and truth go 
before thy face.” Psalms 89:14. 

The desire of antiquity was for a 


king who would establish and vindi- 
cate justice. The basis of all social life 
is justice, the recognition and support 
of the rights of men. God requires this 
of His people, and if the right is ever 
to be upheld in. the land, it must be 
fhrough the rulers. God says in Deut- 
eronomy 16:20: “Justice, justice 
shay thoa follow, that thou mayest 
live and inherit, the land which ° the 


Lord thy God giveth thee.” This ap- 
plies particularly to our Canadian sit- 
uation today as our government goes 
forward with a new lease of, power. 
Justice in all the departments.of na- 
tional life must be their main concern. 

The passion of the prophets was for 
the moral health of the pation, They 
always had to take into account .the 
popular tendency to regard thei? sac- 
red fasts and feasts, their sacrifices 
and ceremonies, as the obedience 
which God wanted instead of the pur- 
ity, mercy and integrity which His law 
commanded. 

Isaiah declareq in the first chapter 
of his prophecy that ritual as a substi- 
tute for righteousness is an abomina- 
tion to the Lord. In that time they 
were coming to God with zealous ob- 
servance of all the rites of religion and 
God scorned them:—‘“The smoke of 
your sacrifices is vain; I loath it. Your 
gatherings at the new moon and on 
Sabbath—I cannot abide them. Your 
fasts and festivals—my soul abhors 
them.” What then did God want? 
Cease to do wrong; learn to do right; 
make justice your aim and put.a check 
on violence; let orphans. have. their 
rights and plead the’ widow’s cause.” 
(Isaiah 1:13-14, 16-17, Moffatt’s trans- 
lation). A just and merciful God wants 
justice and humanity in’ His people. 

Psalm 72 opens with a review. of the 
qualities of the ideal ruler. Isaiah 32: 
1-2 puts them in a nutshell:—- “Behold 
a King shall reign in righteousness, 
and princes shall rule in judgment. 
And a man shall be ag a hiding place 
from the wind, and a covert from the 
tempest; as rivers or water in a dry 
place, as the shadow of a great rock in 
a@ weary land.” s 

No ruler can establish the law of 
God in the land unless he begins by 
obeying it himself.

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own character and conduct; he must 
see that the right is done throughout 
the domain which he rules. His auth- 
of God, sacred

of God's will. It is his first obligation 
to make right-doing as plain and easy 
ag possible; and wrong-doing as diffi- 
cult as possible. vay 
If the ruler fails to have the right 
done and men do wrong in spite of the 
laws and policy of the nation, then he 
must vindieate justice by bringing 
home to the wrong-doer the wrong 
which he has done, Under any just rule 
men's rights must be secured to them 
and thelr deserts dealt out to them. 
For us in Canada Psalm 72:8 must 
always be significant because from 
this verse came the title of our country 
--the Dominion of-Canada. Sir Leon- 
ard Tilley's son told the story in the 
Toronto Mail of July 4th, 1917. The 
Fathers of Confederation were puzzled 
over the title of the new nation. At 
family worship Sir Leonard read this 
Psalm and when he came to this verse 
he said—-Here is the title of this new 
nation—the Dominion, When thé Coun- 
cil met that morning Sir Leonard drew

Argentine. Meat 

The Argentine Government has a- 
bolished a subsidy on the retail sale of 
meat in the Federal Capital.

U.K. Danish Contract 

The British Ministry of Fooqg has 
announced that an agreement has been 
reached with Denmark oh ‘the  six- 
year contract for butter, effective Oc- 
tober 1, 1949 to September 380, 1955. 
Denmark will supply the United King 
dom with 75 per cent of her annual 
exportable surplus of butter with a 
maximum of 115 thousand tons in any 
one year. 

Austrian Grain 

The Austrian Minister of Agricul 
ture has recently announced a four- 
year plan which is expected to bring 
Austrian agricultural production back 
to pre-war level. It envisages a con- 
siderable increase in, wheat acreage, 
which with improved methods of cul- 
tivation and better quality seed is ex- 
pected to double production and bring 
it above the 4]0 thousand tons produc- 
ed in 1938. Acreage of other grain 
crops, rye, oats, bariey and maize, wil 


‘|also be increased. 


Hog Feed 

The British Government has annouvn 
ced that increased supplies of feed will 
be made available to hog producers 
‘The additional allocation will amount 
to 600 thousand tons a year, an in- 
crease of more than 50 per cent ofgthe 
present supply. The allocation will be 
on the basis of 336 lb. for every 160 1b. 
hog meat sold, to ensure that the ad- 
ditional feed will be used for hog pro- 
ductiog only, 

N. Z. Wool 

The New Zealand Wool Brokers’ As- 
sociation announced recently that to- 
tal sqles of greasy wool for the season 
1948-49 amounted to approximately 
$123.8 million. This year the’ returns 
from woo} marketed in New Zegland 
reached a record high, although the 
volume was less than in the years 1944 
-45-and 1946-47. 


FRUIT-BEARING PLANTS AND 
FARM SHELTERBELTS 

Should fruit-bearing plants be in- 
cluded in farm shelterbelts? From a 
fruit bearing standpoint this step is 
certainly a meang of increasing the 
supply and variety of home-produced 
hardy -fruits, of, attracting beneficial 
insect-eating birds, and of adding in- 
‘terest and oolor to the farm shelter- 
belt. 

By knowing the growth habits of 
fruit-bearing plants, some like Korean 
Cherry and Siberian Current, may be 
used in place of Caragana to provide 
surface ground cover, while others 
like High Bush Cranberry ang hardy 
Crabapples may be planted in place of 
Ash or other trees used in inside rows. 

In normal seasons these plants may 
be expected to produce reasonably 
good crops of fruit, says John Walker, 
Superintendent, Dominion Forest Nur 
sery Station, Indian Head, Sask. 

Farmers should hesitate to plant in 
farm shelterbelts fruit-bearing plants 
like Chokecherry, Missouri Currant, 
Sandcherry, and Wild Plum which 
normally produce many sucker or ad- 
ventitious shoots from widespread 
roots. Where sucker growth develops 
freely. there is a tendency for adjacent 
plants to be deprived of moisture and 
plant food. Keeping ' margins near 
suckering plants free from these ad- 
ventitious shoots often becomes a 
more or leas hopeless task.

REMOVAL OF HONEY

gust and the first half of September 
when the moths are laying eggs. Cut- 
worms will not lay eggs in fields that 
are free of wéeds and crusted from 
rains. Disturbance of the crust by al- 
lowing livestock to pasture or run on 
the fields can be as serious as if the 
fields had not been worked. 

The area involved in: Saskatchewan 
is enclosed by a liné passing through 
Chauvin on the Alberta side of the 
border, North Battleford, Radisson and 
Saskatoon on the north, and through 
Davidson, Moose Jaw, Bengough and 
south to the International boundary on 
the east. In Alberta the line continues 
west and south from Chauvin. through 
Alliance, Stettler, Beiseker, Queens- 
town, Taber, Wrentham and Coutts. 

A final check of the areas will be 
made in August and September to de- 
termine where the cutworm moths are 
most abundant and detailed informa- 
tion for spring control will then be 
made.

COUCH GRASS CONTROL 


® Failure to recognize couch grass has 
resulted in mary a farmer's dilemma. 
If a strange grass in your field has 
underground root stalks have it pos- 
itively indentified. It may be couch. 
The only easy way to eradicate couch 
is when the first few plants invade 
your farm. 

Couch grass, also known as quack, 
twitch, scvtch, quitch, etc:, according 
to, district, is one of the most perni- 
cious weeds with which a farmer has 
to contend, Method of central depends 
upon the seriousness of the infestation 
Isolated plants or small patches a few 
square feet in area can be readily dis- 
posed of by forking and careful remov- 
al of the roots, while larger patches of 
up,to a square rod can be economically 
eradicateq by sodium chlorate. The 
chemical should be applied as soon as 
the couch is showing head. It may be 
scattered on dry or sprayed, the form- 
er method is equally effective and is 
less bothersome, Four pounds per 
square rod is sufficient. Care should 
be taken to apply the chlorate well 
beyond the edge of the patch to ensure 
killing the creeping root stalks. It is 
not necessary to/ scythe down the 
cbuch ’ before treatment unless there 
ts danger of it ripening seed before it 
is killed by the chemical. Possibly 
more effective than applying the four 
pounds at one time is to apply two 
pounds when the couch is heading and 
two pounds in the autumn. 

Since a patch of couch grass ten feet 

square will cost about 50 cents to erad 
icate by the use of sodium chlorate, 
and since the sol) of the treated area 
will be rendered sterile for two or 
three years afterwards, it is obvious 
that the use of this chemical is lim- 
ited to spot treatment, For, large in- 
j.festations or for fields heavily patched 
with couch cultural control must be 
jused. The most. effective method 
found at the Dominion Experimental 
j Station, Beaverlodge, Alta, says A. C. 
Carder, is surface working by means 
of the one-way, starting in mid-June, 
followed by repeated and deeper till- 
ing. In dry seasons heavy reduction to 
eradication, according to 
| soil type, will be obtained. In wet 
years treatment will have to extend 
over two seasons. However, unless the 
fiela is well supplied with fibre such 
control results in serious soil washing 
and blowing. In this instance, seeding 
the field to brome or other’ suitable 
grass and pasturing for two or three 
years before commencing cultural con- 
trol is advocated, If livestock is lim- 
ited the field may be handled in sec- 
tions,

BROKEN FLUORESCENT LIGHTS 
DANGEROUS TO HANDLE 


When fluorescent light tubes are out 
of their sockets, and especially when 
they are broken, treat them like poi- 
son—bcause they are poison, warns 
Laird 8. Goldsborough in The Reader's 
Digest for September. Fluorescent 
tubes contain a highly poisonous sub- 
stance, and serious injury’ may strike 
anyone who careleaply handles a brok 
en tube. 

Although no warning is printed on 
the carton containing the tube, the 
danger is so real that the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs recently is- 
sued a safety bulletin headed: “Fluor- 


escent Lamp Tubes Carry an Extreme 


Poison Hazard.”

These In- 
stitutions each year hold a number of 
formal field days where farmers are 
inviteq to come and see with their own 
eyes what the scientific agriculturist 
is finding out about the best’ farm 
practices, what he has in the way of 
new varieties of cereal, field root, for- 
age and garden vegetable crops and 
strains of livestock, and what the 
scientist has in the making for-the fu- 
ture use of farmers.

The United Kingdom's Dept. of 
‘Agriculture forecasted Britain's pre- 
sent wheat ‘acreage at two million 
acres, 500,000 acres less than the 2% 
million aimed at in the Department's 
expansion programme. It also stated 
that the oats, barley and mixed corn 
acreage would be 150,000 acres short 
of that anticipated in the programme.

LATE SUMMER AND 
FALL PASTURE oe 

Adequate provision for pasturage 
during the latter part of the grazing 
season is often overlooked, Native

The cover crop used should be the 
same as the crop which is to succeed 
it, since some fall seeded cover. crop 
usually fails to germinate and will 
volunteer in the succeeding crop. Vol- 
unteer oats in wheat may,.result in a 
lowering of the market grade. 

Where ample permanent or cultiya- 
ted pasture has been available for 
spring and summer grazing a rotation 
system of grazing should be adopted 
where possible so that part of the 
pasture is reserved for late summer 
and fall use. In some cases it may be 
necessary to pasture the second cut 
of hay instead of harvesting it for feed. 
However, since winter feed supplies 
are likely to be lacking in protéin such 
as is. provided by alfalfa hay, other 
kinds of pasture should. be utilized 
wherever possible and the hay crop 
saved for winter feeding. 

Since good pasturage is one of the 
most economical and nutritious feeds 
for livestock, provision should be 
made to have an abundance of high 
quality pasture available for late 
summer and fall grazing. Any exten- 
sion that can be made of the fall graz- 
ing pertod ghortens the barn feeding 
period. This is an important considera- 
tion with the prospect of feed supplies 
being short. 


COVER CROPS 


Cover crops bave long been recog- 
nized in southwestern Alberta as a 


; ture in the fall. However, stubble land} mearis of providing feed for finishing 


usually affords littie pasture, and the 
grazing of hay land containing a le- 
gume or a grass-legume mixture 
should be avoideq during the month of 
September if severe winter-killing of 
the legume is to be avoided, 


There are several other types of pas- 
ture that can be utilized during .the 
late summer and fall months, says H. 
B, Stelfox, Dominion ‘Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, Alta. In areas where 
moisture conditions. are usually* fav- 
ourable the seeding of one or two Ibs. 
of Dwarf Essex rape with the grain 
crop in the spring greatly improves 
stubble grazing, especially for sheép. 
A mixture of two bushels of oats and 
one bushel of fall rye seeded in the 
spring ‘can.be used as an annual pas- 
ture throughout the season or the fall 
rye can be grazed after the oats are 
harvested for grain or greenfeed. 

Where provision has not already 
been made for such supplementary 
pasture the seeding of at least a part 
of the summerfallow area to.a cover 
crop would be worth considering. 
Wheat or oats seeded at the usual 
rates of seeding during the last week 
of July or the first week of August are 
usually ready for grazing early in 
September and normally provide ade 
quate pasture. for one cow per acre 
for a,two-month -period. Some reduc- 
tion in yield of the grain crop follow- 
ing the cover crop can be expected but 
this should be more than offset by the 


returns from the cover crop pasture.

WASTE NOT A DROP 


The problem of what to do with sour 
milk and cream bétores particularly 
important during hot, summer days. 
Fortunately, sour milk and cream may 
be used in the preparation of many 
foods, adding. zest to: an otherwise 
plain dish or as substitutes for fresh 
milk and cream in many batters and 
mixtures. 

Milk that has begun to turn can be 
left until curded, then made into cot- 
tage cheese, 

In baking, sour milk can frequently 
be substituteq for fresh milk by mak- 
ing a few, simple adjustments in the 
recipe. For each cup of sour milk used, 
allow % teaspoon soda and for each % 
teaspoon sdda_ used, decrease the 
amount of baking powder by two tea- 
spoons. 

Sour cream is especially useful | in 
making dressings anqg garnishes for 
salads, cold meats and fish. A spoonful 
of whipped sour cream is delicious as 
a garnish for cream of pea, bean or 
carrot soup. 

The following,recipes have been test 
ed and approved by the home econo- 
mists of the Consumer Section, Dom- 
inion Department of Agriculture.

Celebrates 100th Birthday 


On Tuesday last week, August 16, at 
his farm in the Wildwood district 15 
Mhiles south of Kitscoty, Frank Hib- 
bert celebrated. his one-hundred 
birth@ay. Friends from far and near, 
and all the members of his family 
gathered to pay homage -to tHe grand 
old man whose hair contains no grey, 
who can read without glasses, whose 
hearing is as keen as can be, and who 
is very alert mentally and active phy- 
sically. With his flowing beard and 
his hair worn long he reminds one of, 
a character from the Bible. 

Mr. Hibbert was born at Quebec 
City, P.Q., on August 16, 1849 where 
he lived until he was 138 years of age. 
He had Ifttle schoolhouse’ schooling 
but until 1887 followed lumbering and 
prospecting vocations and gathered 
wide knowledge by travelling and 
working 4 great deal through Canada 
and the United States. His first visit 
to Alberta was in 1883 when he, in 
éompany with a one-armed veteran of 
the U.S. Civil war, searched for coal 
as far west as Lacombe and as far 
north as the Battle River. 

His first permanent home -was in the 
State of Washington where he home- 
steadeq in the year 1887. Here he re- 
majned until 1927 when he moved 
northward into Canada and for the 
second time in his life took up a 
homestead, this time finding one in the 
Wildwood district, 15 miles south of 
Kitscoty and some 85 miles. south- 
east of Vermilion. In 1937 he syent 
three years at Burns Lake, B.C,, re 
turning in 1940, He has since made his 
home with his daughter Mrs. David A. 
Drysdale in: the Wildwood district. He 
has one other daughter Mrs. Ruth 
Stevens of Vancouver and one. son 
‘Paul of White Rock, B.C. There are, 
9 grandchildren and 2 great grand- 


.¢hildren, Mr. Hibbert did not marry 


until he was 61 years of age.

What was once a possibility is now 
a reality—the Lloyd pump has ‘now 
been perfeeted and is going. into pro- 
duction. Barlier hopes of the epoch- 
making nature of the pump in the 
heavy oil industry. have been further 
heightened by continuous successful 
pumping over the past couple of weeks, 
The pump originally turned in a won- 
derful pumping performance 6n heavy 
black crude. After approximately a 
year. of experimentation with suitable 
drive heads, the pump is now a practi- 
cal reality thanks to the untiring et-- 
forts of Mr. C. E. Strocher of Vermi- 
lion, who has put nearly six years of 
effort into designing and building it. 
The Hoover Machine Company of Ed- 
monton now manufacturing the 
pumps and they will be going on to 
the market as fast sale can be 
found for them. 

Doubtless, the new pump will re- 
vohitionize ofl production in the 
Lloydminster Oi] Fields, and probably 
throughout the world. 

The Lioyd pump is patented as the, 
“Strocher Auger Type Rotary Pump.” 
As the name implies, the pump applies 
the principle of the auger to a verti- 
cal pump. A pipe is run down the well 
and inside this pipe rotates an auger, 
The spirals on the auger do not run 
throughout the entire length but only 
at intervals so that the fins at one 
point work the oil up to the next set of 
fins. The lower end runs free in the 
casing and the screw is attached and 
driven from the top. 

The advantage of this ‘type of pump 
is that sand cannot interfere with ite 
action, and because the fins individ- 
ually only support a short column of 
fluid the pressure on them is not great 
and accordingly the etching effect of 
the sand is negligible.

The pump will worm out sand just 
as readily as oil so that its importance 
in a field similar to the Lioydminster 
Field is immediately obvious. Mr. 
Strocher stated that he did not wish 
to see any one put out of work but he 
could visualize wells being pumped 
without any servicing being required. 
In that case the cost of keeping wells 
on pump would be greatly reduced and’ 
this saving would ‘enable the Lloyd- 
minster crude to meet keener compe- 
tition. 

‘The new pump with the improved 
drive mechanism is now operating on 
Bee Jay No. 2 and is pumping the oll 
and sand as fast as they come into the 
‘hole. When the pump was first instal- 
led it lowered the head in the hole with 
in a few hours so that its capacity to 
pump is almost unlimited, 

When the pump was speeded up it 
was possible to hold a column of diesel 
fuel in the hole so it is apparent that 
the principle is sound for light and 
heavy oils although really practiral 
with heavy crudes. 

As far as can be gathered it is gen- 
erally conceded by those who . have 
seen the pump work that jit has solved 
the pumping problems in the Lioyd- 
minster field.

This is part of the P ublie Lands Act 
and the clause * ‘together with the gold 
and silver as well as other minerals” 
should be of particular concefn to all 
Oil is a mineral and oil is being pro- 
duced in many parts of the Province. 
Is it not possible that some of these 
off wells are on Section’ eleven’ and 
‘twenty-nine in some ‘townships, and 
that in the future more oil will be pro- 
duced on school land? 


The government receives ai 12% 
per cent royalty on ‘all oil prdéduced, 
as well as large sums from the sale of 
leases,.Is this money set aside as an 
endowment for séwéation, as provided 
for in the act, br fs it swallowed up in 
‘the genéral revenue of the Province? 

In the face of the “recent cut in 
school grants and with all the oil pro- 
tentialities of Albérta, might it not be 
well for such organizations the 
Alberta School Trustees“ Association, 
the F.U.A. ‘and others ‘to explore the 
possibilities of this séurce’ of revenue 
for educational purposes?

Continued: from page eleven) 
price for joining in the fight against 
Japan, a sham battle which it still 
claims to have won. 


Poland and: Finland could have told 
the American statesmen ang diplomats 
that. Soviet promises and 
should be accepted as red lights, not 
as green, but’ Mr. Roosevelt had_ the 
idea he could handle “Uncle Joe” as he 
playfully called him. He has good 
cards, but was afraid to play them lest 
Stalin should pull out of the game. 
Stalin had worse cards but he bluffed 
his way through with them.

A, dash of forgetfulness and an 
abundant lack of fairness lie behind 
criticism of Roosevelt for having orig- 
inated the term “unconditional surren- 
der.” They who criticize him  foret 
that we tried the other course in 1918 
and thus allowed Hitler to persuade 
the Germans that they had nat been 
beaten in the first war. These same 
critics no doubt thought the Allies 
should have marched into Berlin that 
time. If so, Roosevelt agreeq with 
them and is now blamed for resolving 
that no other Hitler should be able 
to delude his people that way. It is 
too early to state definitely that Roos- 
evelt was wrong. 


Even that and the punishment of 
the war criminals may not be effectual 
in curbing the Prussian elements 
whose aggressiveness and war-minded 
ness seem to spring from the _ soil. 
Their attitude in the elections indi- 
cates a resurgence of nationalism not 
unlike that which followed the first 
war and drove them into a second at- 
tempt at domination. 


| If Roosevelt had been as stern with 

another dictator, the world would be 
in better case, but he dealt tenderly 
with Stalin. In his defence it can be 
claimed that he was anxious for an 
early end to the war against Japan 
and to that end he sought to sweeten 
the Russian dictator, It will probably 
develop that it was he who was res- 
ponsible for the secret pact with Sta- 
lin which put Russia in a position to 
gain its present supremacy in China. 
Mr. Churchill's acquiescence was no 
doubt determined by the circumstance 
that he felt toward Roosevelt’as Roos- 
evelt felt toward Stalin.
